London publishers may 
close Jerusalem house

Weidenfeld and Nicoison Jerusalem 
Ltd, the wholly-owned subsidiary of 
London publisher Gearge Weidenfeld 
and Nicolson, may soon be phasing 
out Sts activities in Israel. 

In a statement issued to the press 
‘this week, the local firm announced 
‘an “important change in manage- 
ment structure.” It said the chairman 
of the parent firm, Sir George Wei- 
denfeld, has decided that contro] of 
the local company's affalrs should be 
assumed directly from London head- 
quarters, 

Christopher Falkus, managing di- 
rector of the London office, ssid in 
Jerusalem that production of Wei- 
denfeld and Nicolson books in Israel 
would continue only on an economic 


basis. Other company sources said 
this means that by January, Wei- 
denfeld and Nicolson Jerusalem 
would in effect ceaze to exist as a 
publishing house, though editorial 
and saies offices will probably be 
maintained here. 

The local managing director, Asher 
Weill, has resigned but remains a 
director of the company. A veteran 
of the book publishing business in 
Israel, chairman of the Economic 
Conference's Printing and Publish- 
ing Committee and head of the Ex- 
port Institute’s Printing and Pub- 
lishing Centre, he told The Jerusalem 
Post “books and book publishing are 
in my blood, and I will probably re- 
main active in this field.” 

According to Mr. Weill, Weidenfeld 
and Nicolson Jerusalem’s difficulties 
— strictly economic — are a direct 
result of the Yom Kippur War. With 
many authors, editors and production 
workers calied up, publishing sche- 
dulea were severely upset, and publi- 
cation dates bad to be carried over 
into the next year, which led to 
financial logses.
